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RAILROAD ARRANGEMENTS. 


A rate of one fare and one-third on the certificate plan, (plus 
a fee of twenty-five cents for validating), has been secured from 
the Eastern, Central, Southern and Western Passenger Associ- 
ations. 

The Reduced Rates are good as follows: Gornc from May 
5th to May 11th inclusive. RerurNinG from May 12th to May 
19th inclusive. 

CONDITIONS. - 


To secure the reduced rate the following conditions must be 
complied with: 

First — A first-class single trip ticket to Philadelphia must 
be purchased, for which the regular fare must be paid. 

Seconp — A certificate must be obtained from the ticket agent 
when the ticket is purchased. 

THIRD — The certificate must be signed in ink by the pas- 
senger. 

FourtH — The certificate must be deposited with the General 
Secretary of the Conference for validating, on arrival in Philadel- 
phia and the validating fee of twenty-five cents must be paid when 
the ticket is deposited. 

FirtH — The validated certificate which entitles the original 
purchaser to a return ticket at one-third fare, must be obtained on 
the 12th, 14th or 15th day of May. 


TO AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT MAKE SURE 


First — That your local ticket agent is supplied with certifi- 
cates. Sometimes they are without them. Therefore, if your sta- 
tion is not in a large city, ascertain a few days ahead, that the 
ticket agent has the certificates and that he is informed of the rate. 

SEconp — That you have plenty of time to buy your ticket, 
get the certificate and check your baggage. At least thirty minutes 
is usually required for this. 

Tuirp — That you get a CERTIFICATE and not a RECEIPT. 
The latter would be of no avail in securing the reduced rate for 
the homeward journey. 
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FourtH — That your certificate is duly VALIDATED at Phila- 
delphia. It is useless without that. This can only be done on the 
appointed dates and after ONE HUNDRED certificates have been de- 
posited ; THEREFORE 


FirraH — Deposit your certificate with the Secretary as soon as 
you atrive at Headquarters. 


SPECIAL NOTICE. 


A separate certificate is required with each ticket. 

The certificates and reduced rate tickets are not transferable. 

The reduced rate does not apply to tickets costing less than 
sevnty-five cents. 

The validated certificate is not a ticket, but entitles you to buy 
a return ticket at one-third fare on or before May 19th. 

That you must begin your homeward journey not later than 
May 1ogth. 

That no excursion, clergymen’s rate or other reduced rate 
ticket entitles the holder to a certificate, nor can the same be 
counted in estimating the required number of one hundred. 

That no refund, nor any other reduction can be secured on 
account of failure.to secure the regular certificate from whatever 
cause. 

If for any reason the ticket agent at your point of departure 
cannot supply you with a certificate, buy a ticket to the nearest 
point where they are obtainable, and purchase your ticket there.
